Deceased Well Acquainted in This 
City Having Visited Here

The career of Mr», Mabel H. Walk­ 
er, well known in ibis cily, waa ended 
fct a late hour last night in a most 
tragic and vet a most intrepid way 
at Lincoln, Nebraska.
